Following are the figures of grain 
shipments made from stations on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway in this dis- 
trict between August 1 and Novem- 
ber 19 of this year. These are in 
round figures, and are supplied 
through the courtesy of the Superin- 
tendent at Medicine Hat. The ship- 
ping point of Hamlet, between Nightin 
gale and Tudor, is omitted from the 
total, which is 2.307,000 bushels. Last 
week we gave figures showing that
